propriated by this Act of Parliament tor the Payment thereof, for the Sixtcen years, 
as atore{aid, but every Officer of the Exciſe, -Exchequer, or Transfer-Ofice herein 
atter-mentioned, that ſhali miſapply any of the Sums by this Act to be raiſed, 
by paying the (ame to_any other ule than to pay the Adventurers, or otherwiſe 
neg)eds his Duty, does not only forteit his Othce, but is made for ever uncapa- 
ble of any other Place or Office of Truſt whatſoever, and liable allo to be ſued 
by. any concerned in the fame: And in cate -of Deficiency, ( which cannot 
well be tuppos'd ) the Lord's of the Treafury (without-any further Order from 
Their Majeltics - ro be got tor the lame) are enjoyned and required to make 
the fame good out of any part ot tne Revenue, not appropriated to other U les 
by Parliament. And all Grants made, or to be made by Their Majeſties, ot 
any of the Money ariting by this Act to any other purpoſes than by this Act 
's appointed, are hereby declared Null and Void.

A Transtcr Oifice 1s appointed to be Eftabliſh's in London, into which every 
Perlon 15 to bring his Number-Ticker, and there to receive without Fee or Res 
ward for each Fortunate Ticket i thirty rwo halt Yearly Tickets tor the Sixteen 
Years Payments, and for cach other Ticket, tho' caticd a Blank, to receive Six. 
tcen leveral Tickets, tor the Sixteen Years Payment of One Pound Yeaity. 

Which 1aid Tickets or Tallics arc 10 be Primed on couded Faper or Ve: 
lome, and flouriſh'd, as here under deicrived. 
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The middle Paper Ticket or Tally 1s to be cut off through the flouritfh Indentwile, 
to be delivered out as atore{aig, one of the other thrce will be bound up in a Book to 
remain in the Travsfer-Ofzce tor any Perſon to know { in caſe he defies. it) whe: 
ther theTirizct or Tally that is offter'd to be difpoicd of be a True or Falle one; tor 
which Search One Peanyonly 15 to be paid; and no more : And the ether of the three 
will allo be bound up in a Book, and dchvered into the Exchequer to pay by, when 
the middle Ticket or Tally becomes payable.
